Irene’s price tag hits 
$7B as Obama warns 
of continuing flooding 


New York 

Stripped of hurricane rank. Tropical 
Storm Irene spent the last of its fury 
Sunday, leaving treacherous flood- 
ing and millions without power — 
but an unfazed New York and relief 
that it was nothing like the night- 
mare authorities feared. 

At least 19 people died in the storm, 
most of them when trees crashed 
through roofs or onto cars. 

Slowly, the East Coast surveyed the 
damage, up to $7 billion by one private 
estimate, and worried of danger still 
lurking: the possibility of rivers and 
streams swelling with rainwater and 
overflowing over the next few days. 
“This is not over,” President Obama 
said from the Rose Garden. 

The center of Irene passed over 
Central Park at midmorning with the 
storm packing 65 mph winds. By eve- 
ning, with its giant figure-six shape 
brushing over New England and drift- 
ing east, it was down to 50 mph. 

The Northeast was spared the 
urban nightmare some had wor- 
ried about — crippled infrastruc- 
ture, stranded people and windows 
blown out of skyscrapers. But there 
was still plenty to watch out for. In

Restaurant owner Gary Honey- 
cutt says a push in California’s 
state Legislature to ban the plastic 
foam containers he uses to serve 
up takeout meals could cost him 
thousands of dollars in an indus- 
try where profit margins already 
are razor thin. 

BJ’s Kountry Kitchen, in the 
heart of California’s farm country, 
uses about 26,000 of the 9-inch 
foam clamshells a year, mostly 
for takeout by the customers who 
come in for the restaurant’s pop- 
ular breakfast omelets. 

“We put cheese on those 
omelets. And when we put the 
cheese on, it’s really hot and bub-

bly and it goes right through the 
biodegradable stuff,” he said. He 
expects his costs would more than 
double if the state requires him to 
use only biodegradable cartons.

Retreating loyalists of Moammar 
Gadhafi killed scores of detain- 
ees and arbitrarily shot civilians 
over the past week, as rebel forces 
extended their control over the Lib- 
yan capital, survivors and a human 
rights group said Sunday. 

In one case, Gadhafi fighters 
opened fire and hurled grenades at 
more than 120 civilians detained 
in a hangar, said Mabrouk Abdul- 
lah, 45, who escaped with a bullet 
wound in his side. About 50 charred 
corpses were still scattered across 
the hangar on Sunday. 

New York-based Human Rights 
Watch said the evidence it has col- 
lected so far “strongly suggests that 
Gadhafi government forces went on 
a spate of arbitrary killing as Tripo- 
li was falling.” The justice minister 
in the rebels’ interim government, 
Mohammed al-Alagi, said the alle- 
gations would be investigated and 
leaders of Gadhafi’s military units 
put on trial. 


Baghdad 

A suicide bomber blew himself up 
inside Baghdad’s largest Sunni 
mosque Sunday night, killing 29 
people during prayers, a shocking 
strike on a place of worship similar 
to the one that brought Iraq to the 
brink of civil war five years ago. 

Iraqi officials said parliamenta- 
ry lawmaker Khalid al-Fahdawi, a 
Sunni, was among the dead. 

Two officials and medics put 
the casualty toll at 29 dead and 38

Officials Probe Dulles Rail Costs 


Board members say 
specifics on finances 
imperative to project 

Metro 

The first phase of the Metro line 
to Dulles won’t open for two more 
years, but some watchdogs and 
board members want calculations 
of the expected costs of operating 
and maintaining the additional 
miles of rail and stations. 

When Metro’s board of direc- 
tors approved its $2.5 billion bud- 
get this summer, it said it wanted 
to develop a multi-year budget for 


coming years. 

A multi-year budget would 
include a more current, clearer pic- 
ture of what the transit agency can 
expect in running the extension of 
the rail line to Dulles International 
Airport and Loudoun County. 

“It is certainly a priority for the 
board” to know the “planning and 
actions to implement the expan- 
sion of the rail and maintaining 
and operating and funding it,” said 
Anthony R. Giancola, an alternate 
federal member of the board. 

Figuring out how much the Dull- 
es line, commonly called the Silver 
Line, will cost to operate is imper- 
ative, say some board members and

outside experts. 

With the new extension adding 
about 25 percent more track, some 
board members expect that it will 


cost 25 percent more to run. 

Knowing the Dulles costs allows 
the board to “intelligently apply the 
resources in the right place,” Gian- 
cola said. “It is just good, sound stra- 
tegic budgeting and planning.” 

Tom Bulger, a board member 
who serves as the District’s alter- 
nate director, said getting esti- 
mates of the cost of operating the 
first part of the Dulles line is “abso- 
lutely critical.” 

“We need to know it so Metro 
can plan accordingly and jurisdic- 
tions will have enough time to digest 
these estimated costs,” he said. “In 
this economic climate we’re in, dol- 
lars are scarce.”

There are no current figures on 
operational costs for the first phase of 
the Dulles line, although Metro offi- 
cials said they are working on them 
and expect to release them this fall. 

The most recent figures of 
what it will cost to operate part 
of the Dulles line are from a 2007 
Metro plan. It projected that oper- 
ating and maintaining the first 
phase of the Dulles line would 
cost $45.6 million for fiscal 2012, 
which was then assumed to be the 
new line’s first year of operation.

Wall Street Pros: Time to Buy Apple Stock Is Now 


Personal Finance 

Should you buy or sell Apple? 

Investors largely shrugged off 
news last week that Steve Jobs was 
stepping down as CEO, barely sell- 
ing its shares. But that hasn’t satis- 
fied Wall Street analysts who fol- 
low the tech giant. They say the 
shares are a bargain and likely to 
rise by a third over the next year. 
Their recommendation: Buy Apple 
by the bucketful. 

So who is right? The pros or 
the investors? 


One popular way 
to value a 
company’s stock 
is to look at how 
high it is trading 
relative to its 
earnings per share. 


The short answer may be the 
pros, though the stock is proba- 
bly not the steal that many of them 
assume. 


At Thursday’s closing price of 
$374 per share, Apple was trading 
at 12 times its expected earnings 
over the next 12 months compared 
with 11 times for the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index. 

Translation: For every dollar 
you spend on Apple, you should 
expect roughly the same earn- 
ings as you would get on the aver- 
age company. 

The difference, of course, is that 
Apple has a tendency to beat expec- 
tations and send its stock soaring.

A Reward Revival 
For Debit Cards 


Banks team up with 
retailers to offer 
revamped programs 

Personal Finance 

Debit card rewards aren’t dead yet. 
They’re just undergoing a trans- 
formation. 

Several major banks in the past 
year ended or scaled back their 
debit rewards programs. They’ve 
cited a new regulation that will 
soon curb the revenue they can 
squeeze from checking accounts. 

To compensate, a few banks 
have already started teaming up 
with retailers to offer revamped 
programs that reward customers 
for spending at specific stores. 

The migration away from tradi- 
tional rewards programs — where 
customers typically earn a set cash- 
back rate on all purchases — is a 
response to the changing business 
environment. Starting in October, 


a regulation will cap the fees banks 
can collect from merchants when- 
ever customers swipe their debit 
cards. Now banks are beginning to 
promote what they call merchant- 
funded rewards. 

The basic goal of merchant- 

funded rewards is 

to encourage cus- 
HB tomers to spend at 
specific stores. But 
the programs can 
vary so it’s impor- 
tant to under- 
stand the terms 
when shopping 
around. 

Still, one of the 
upsides of these 
new rewards pro- 
grams is that you’re typically auto- 
matically enrolled. So even if you 
didn’t know your bank offers a dis- 
count at a particular store, your 
account would automatically be 
credited if your purchase quali- 
fied.

Police: Girl 
Abducted, 
Assaulted 
Near Home 


Springfield, Va. 

A 5-year-old Springfield girl was 
abducted from her bedroom early 
Saturday and assaulted somewhere 
nearby before she made her way 
back home, police said. 

Fairfax County police said the 
unknown attacker broke into the 
townhouse in the 7000 block of 
Brocton Court after midnight, went 
upstairs and took the girl from her 
bed. The girl’s parents and 1-year- 
old sibling were at home, police 
said. They said the parents did 
not realize that the girl had been 
abducted until she returned home 
about 4 a.m. and told them what 
had happened. 

Officer Don Gotthardt, a police 
spokesman, described the abduc- 
tion and assault as “horrific” and 
unlike any crime the neighbor- 
hood had seen before. He empha- 
sized that neighbors should remain 
vigilant, keep their doors locked 
and report any suspicious activi- 
ty to the police. 

The 5-year-old was taken to a 
hospital for treatment of upper- 
body injuries that are not life- 
threatening, Gotthardt said. It was 
unclear Saturday whether she had 
been sexually assaulted, he said.

MLK Memorial Still Draws Crowd 



Dozens show up to 
Tidal Basin despite 
canceled dedication 

Washington 

As the rain stopped falling and 
the winds died down, 43 boys 
from Cleveland formed a cir- 
cle Sunday around the new Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. Memorial and 
joined hands at the hour it was sup- 
posed to be dedicated by President 
Barack Obama. 

Each wore a black T-shirt that 
read “Who’s Next?” On the back, 
the names of Mahatma Gandhi, 
King and Obama were checked off 
And the answer? “I Am.” 

On the 48th anniversary of 
King’s “I Have a Dream” speech, 
as Hurricane Irene forced the post- 
ponement of the memorial’s dedi- 
cation, dozens of people streamed 
through to see King’s statue. The 
National Park Service had cleared 
the plaza of downed branches and 
leaves. 

Many visitors ventured out, even 
though traffic lights in the area 


were dark with no power. Many 
had planned to be among 250,000 
expected at the memorial’s dedica- 
tion, which was postponed until 
September or October. 

“At first, we were very disap- 
pointed,” Renee Cavor, an official 
with the Cleveland Metropolitan 
School District, said of the cancella- 
tion after she brought her students 
to see the memorial to help inspire 


them to finish school. “However, 
it’s almost as if things have worked 
out for the better because we never 
would have gotten this close.” 

When Theo Hike, 16, a student at 
Cleveland’s Martin Luther King Jr. 
Career Campus, heard the dedica- 
tion was canceled during their bus 
trip from Ohio, he wondered, “Why 
are we going, then?” But he said he 
was glad they didn’t turn back. 


“I feel like crying, but I don’t 
want to,” said Jeffrey Tyler, 16, 
a student at Cleveland’s Lincoln 
West High School. “To see a black 
man up there, it made me feel real- 
ly proud of myself.” 

The memorial took on a small 
amount of water from the Tidal 
Basin during the storm but sus- 
tained no damage, according to the 
National Park Service, (ap) 


Video Leads to Flash Mob Arrests 


Germantown, Md. 

For some teenagers, the idea of join- 
ing a “flash mob” theft no doubt 
has its appeal: Rush into a store 
with a couple dozen buddies, over- 
whelm the clerk, help yourself to 
munchies and leave. 

But as a recent round-up of flash- 
mob suspects in Montgomery Coun- 
ty shows, there’s a decent chance the 
trend could fade quickly. 

“One of the lessons here is you 
are not anonymous. You’re on cam- 
era,” Montgomery County State’s 
Attorney John McCarthy said Friday, 
after officials announced that in- 
store security images have allowed 
them to identify 17 suspects who 
rushed into a Germantown 7-Elev- 
en on Aug. 13 at 1:47 a.m.

“These kids basically thought 
they could walk in there, create 
havoc and remain anonymous,” 
said Capt. Luther Reynolds, com- 
mander of Montgomery’s German- 
town police district. 

The suspects will be charged 


with any or all of three offens- 
es: theft, conspiracy to commit 
theft and disorderly conduct, 
police said. 

Of the 17, 14 are juveniles. Police 
said they will release the names of 
the adult suspects — ages 18, 19 and 
20 — once they have been legally 
served. Police will not identify the 
juveniles because such records are 
confidential. 

Detectives are looking to iden- 
tify another seven caught on cam- 
era. “We intend to identify the 
rest,” Reynolds said. Police said 
that after the teenagers were iden- 
tified and notified, most came into 
the police station with a parent 
or parents, admitted what they 
did and said they regretted it.

Hundreds of thousands of people 
remained without power Sunday, 
as repair crews hurried to restore 
electricity for the week ahead and 
former hurricane Irene plowed into 
New England, leaving a sodden and 
battered East Coast in its wake. 

Nearly 20 deaths were reported, 
including a Maryland woman killed 
when a chimney toppled and a Vir- 
ginia girl killed in a car crash in 
North Carolina, as officials tallied 
the destruction left by the storm 
that pummeled the coast from Cape 
Hatteras to Cape Cod. 

Irene, though less potent than 
originally imagined, cut electrici- 
ty to 1.2 million Dominion power 
customers in Virginia and North 
Carolina, resulting in the biggest 
repair effort since Hurricane Isa- 
bel in 2003, the utility said. 

In a statement from the White 
House on Sunday evening. Pres- 
ident Obama said that much 
remained to be done, but he praised 
officials from the top down. 

“This has been an exemplary 
effort of how good government, at

every level, should be responsive to 
people’s needs,” Obama said. 

The storm dumped more than a 
foot of rain in places up and down 
the coast, clobbering the Jersey 
Shore and prompting the evacu- 
ation of hundreds of thousands 
of people in New Jersey and New 
York City. 


Philadelphia saw extensive 
flooding, and as the storm moved 
inland rivers were reported to be 
rising and flooding across upstate 
New York. 

Locally, 11 inches of rain fell in 
Camp Springs, according to Accu- 
Weather, the private forecasting 
agency. Twelve inches fell in Ocean 


City, Md., and 14 inches — the high- 
est confirmed total — in Bunyan, 
N.C., about 50 miles inland from 
Cape Hatteras. 

In Maryland, more than 
800,000 power customers lost elec- 
tricity, including, by late afternoon 
Sunday, 55,000 Pepco customers 
in Montgomery County, 32,000 in 
the District, and 8,700 in Prince 
George’s, officials said. 

Despite the destruction and dis- 
ruption, there was a sense that the 
hurricane was not as bad as it might 
have been. “We really dodged a 
huge bullet,” said Ocean City Police 
Chief Bernadette DiPino. 

Actually, said Ocean City Mayor 
Richard Meehan, the city had 
dodged “a missile.” 

In the District, damage was lim- 
ited to power outages and 40 to 50 
downed trees and limbs through- 
out the city, said Mayor Vincent 
Gray, who visited nearly a dozen 
sites Sunday. 

In Alexandria, on North Over- 
look Drive in Beverly Hills, resi- 
dents who had power stretched 
extension cords across the street

“We’ve been doing it for as 
long as I can remember,” said 
Dave Lloyd, 68, who has lived 
in the neighborhood since 
1986.

Forecasters nailed 
Irene’s path, but not 
the storm’s strength 

Washington 

Hurricane Irene was no mystery to 
forecasters. They knew where it was 
going. But what it would do when it 
got there was another matter. 

Predicting a storm’s strength 
still baffles meteorologists. Every 
giant step in figuring out the path 
highlights how little progress 
they’ve made on another crucial 
question: How strong? 

Irene made landfall Saturday 
morning at Cape Lookout, N.C. — 
a bull’s-eye in the field of weath- 
er forecasts. It hit where forecast- 
ers said it would and followed the 
track they had been warning about 
for days. But when Irene struck, the 
storm did not stick with the fore- 
cast’s predicted major hurricane- 
strength winds. 

“It’s frustrating when people 
take our forecasts verbatim and 
say, ‘This is where it’s going to be 
at this time and this is how strong 
it’s going to be,”’ said National Hur- 
ricane Center forecaster Richard 
Pasch. “Because even though the 
track is good it’s not certain.” 

But it’s getting there. 

By last Monday, five days before 
Irene first hit the East Coast, the 
hurricane center figured the storm 
would come ashore around the 
North Carolina-South Carolina bor- 
der. By Tuesday, they predicted it 
would rake the coast. And on Friday 
morning — 24 hours before land-

fall — they had the storm’s next-day 
location to within 10 miles or so. 

“This is a gold medal forecast,” 
retired hurricane center director 
Max Mayfield said. “I don’t think 
there’s any doubt: I think they 
saved lives.” 

There are two reasons for the 
steady improvement in forecasts: 
Better computer models and better 
data to go into those models. With 
Irene, the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration spent 
extra money with jet flights and 
weather balloons across the country 
to get far more data than usual. 

On the negative side, the fore- 
cast after Irene hit the Bahamas 
had it staying as a Category 3 and 
possibly increasing to a Catego- 
ry 4. But it weakened and hit as a 
Category 1 storm and stayed that 
way up the coast until it faded 
into a tropical storm by the time 
it reached New York City. 

Current hurricane center direc- 
tor Bill Read said they will go back 
and figure out what happened, 
but noted they have made huge 
strides. One theory for the miscal- 
culations is that a storm’s strength 
is dependent on the storm’s inner 
core. Irene never had a classic, 
fully formed eye wall — even going 
through the Bahamas as a Cate- 
gory 3. “Why it did that, we don’t 
know,” Read said. “That’s a gap in 
the science.” (ap)

Here’s one primary D.C. race where 
the winner isn’t clear-cut. 

With just over two weeks to 
go before the start of the season, 
there’s not much separating John 
Beck and Rex Grossman as they 
vie to be the starting quarterback 
of the Redskins. 

And it looks like the choice 
won’t have to be the lesser of two 
evils. 

Both quarterbacks have over- 
come legitimate doubts about 
their suitability for the job to prove 
themselves worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

Despite the obvious pressure 
that comes with such a competi- 
tion — and despite an awkward 
rotation by coach Mike Shana- 
han that had them alternating 
every two series — they combined 


to complete 14 of 25 passes for 
220 yards with two touchdowns 
and one interception against the 
always formidable Baltimore 
Ravens defense in a 34-31 loss 
Thursday night. 

Those are just the numbers. 
Both are showing a rhythm and 
comfort level in the offense that 
just wasn’t there a year ago when 
Donovan McNabb was behind 
center. 

While it’s true Shanahan might 
have already made up his mind, it’s 
hard to fault him for saying he’s 
going to wait as long as possible to 


announce the decision as the Red- 
skins look to the opener against the 
New York Giants on Sept. 11. After 
all, it’s a very tight race. 

The third preseason game is 
the dress rehearsal for the regu- 
lar season, and both quarterbacks 
were trying to prove a lot in a pre- 
cious few snaps. 

Questions were raised about 
Beck’s desire or ability to throw 
downfield after he settled for short 
completions the previous week 
against Indianapolis.

Dry, Baby 


Last week, I would have described 
the mood at Shaw’s Tavern, the many- 
windowed would-be hot spot recently 
opened at 520 Florida Ave. NW, as 
“subdued." Unfortunately, “funereal" 
would have been more accurate: The 
bar, which has been 
thus far unable to ob- 
tain a liquor license, 
closed Saturday until 
such time as the city al- 
lows it to serve alcohol. 

The place got bust- 
ed for serving liquor 
sans permits at some 
private opening parties, putting its fu- 
ture in limbo. What should have been 
a bright, cozy space in a neighborhood 
that sorely needs a few more of those 
instead spent its short life filled with 
sad conversations about what the bar 
would be like when it finally existed. 
(Answer: a small but well-chosen se- 
lection of local craft brews and high- 
end liquors.) 

Shaw’s Tavern had sensational 
nouveau American food, communal 
tables and congenial wait staff. It was 
everything a neighborhood bar should 
be — so why did it feel like there was 
no point to being there? Did everyone 
look this sad during Prohibition? If we 
wore pinstripes and fringed dresses 
to dinner, would it be more fun? (Yes.

Liner Notes 

Punk rocker, actor, alt- country 
raconteur: Singer and bassist John 
Doe has been a lot of things over 
his 30 -year career, starting with 
his time in legendary Los Angeles 
band X. But “sentimental writer of 
love songs” was never near the top 
of that list. 

With his eighth solo record. 


“Keeper,” which drops Tuesday, 
Doe reveals a softer side to the tall, 
dark and snarling figure he cut in 
X’s ’80s heyday. There are still some 
musical echoes of that time, though 
— namely in his male-female har- 
monies alongside Grammy-win- 
ner Patti Griffin, Dead Rock West’s 
Cindy Wasserman and activist- 
singer Jill Sobule, with whom Doe 
recorded the album “A Day at the 
Pass” earlier this year. 

Doe and a reunited X are cur- 
rently touring again, featuring 
the band’s classic early-’80s line- 
up of Doe, singer Exene Cervenka,

What Hurts the Most 



Miranda Lambert’s 
new girl group, Pistol 
Annies, tackles issues 
both glam and glum

Angaleena Presley was doing what 
she usually does at 2 a.m. — sleep- 
ing — when the phone rang. 

On the other end of the line 
was Ashley Monroe, who had been 
hanging out with her friend Miran- 
da Lambert and, perhaps, having a 
cocktail or two. 

“And I went, ‘Hey, this better be 
important, by God,’” Presley recalls, 
her son sleeping next to her. 

“Turns out it was, huh?” Mon- 
roe says. 

That call 214 years ago led to Pis- 
tol Annies, a concept group of sorts 
that’s aimed at shaking things up 
and drawing attention to female 
singer-songwriters who sometimes 
get overlooked in the rush to find 
the next big star. 

“I just happened to be the one 
that got successful,” says Lambert, 
whose breakthrough 2009 album 
“Revolution” established her as 
one of country’s elite acts, with 
Grammy, ACM and CMA trophies 
to go along with her recent status. 
“There’s a whole bunch of us that 
you haven’t heard yet.” 

The trio released the aptly titled 


“Hell on Heels” last week. It’s a deep 
country take on life for the modern 
woman, running from glam to glum 
and back again. 


Lambert, dubbed “Lone Star 
Annie,” has been friends with Mon- 
roe (“Hippie Annie”) since both 
signed with Sony several years 


ago. Monroe met Presley (“Holler 
Annie”) through her publisher. 

Monroe put her two friends 
together after she and Lambert were 
talking about Presley’s music. The 
friends started getting together to 
have fun. Alcohol might have been 
involved, though no one will confirm 
it. There was never talk of forming 
a group or even writing songs. But 
eventually the guitars came out, 
and so did Pistol Annies. 

“Hell on Heels” has an attitude 
for sure, best evidenced in the title 
song, the wonderfully tart “Bad 

Like life, [Pistol 
Annies’ **Hell on 
Heels”] alternates 
between good 
times and bad. 


Example,” and Lambert’s ode to 
jerks (“Trailer for Rent”). But it’s 
more remarkable for its reflection 
of the times and how poverty and 
unhappiness are just a decision or 
two away. There are unpaid bills 
and plenty of pills. There’s heart- 
break and disrespect from a hand- 
ful of lowlife men. There are hard 
decisions and wrong choices. 

Like life, the album alternates 
between good times and bad. 

“It seems like when we all three 
got together, that’s what came out,” 
Monroe says, chris talbott (ap) 



China Bars 
Gaga Songs

China’s Ministry of Culture has 
ordered music download sites to 
delete songs by Lady Gaga, Katy 
Perry, the Backstreet Boys and 
other pop stars within two weeks 
or face punishment. 

The ministry posted a list of 
100 songs — including Lady Gaga’s 
“Judas” and Perry’s “Last Friday 
Night” — that had to be purged 
from the Chinese web because they 
had never been submitted for man- 
datory government screening. 

Six Lady Gaga songs in all 
were on the list, all from her lat- 
est album. The 12-year-old ballad 
“I Want It That Way” by the Back- 
street Boys was also targeted. Doz- 
ens of Hong Kong and Taiwanese 
pop songs and a few Western hits 
were listed as well. 

The ministry said the rule was 
meant to preserve China’s “nation- 
al cultural security.” (ap)

For sheer drama, the life of Jane 
Fonda — 73 years in the making and 
still going strong — outshines her 
commendable filmography. 

True to her subtitie, author Patri- 
cia Bosworth centers her insightful 


book “Jane Fonda: The Private Life 
of a Public Woman” (Houghton Mif- 
flin Harcourt) on the woman more 
than the performances 
of the two-time Oscar 
winner. 

Fonda has put as 
much or more energy 
into creating and re- 
creating herself off- 
screen as on. Just as her charac- 
ters in “Julia” and “Coming Home” 
reinvent their lives or find a new 


purpose, so has Fonda, shifting 
her focus from acting to activism 
to fitness to faith and, facing fresh 
challenges as a septuagenarian, 
back to fitness. 

To fill the void created by an 
emotionally stunted father and a 
mentally ill mother, Fonda turned to 
strong-willed, if flawed, men. Fonda 
eagerly followed the lead of those she 
married — French director Roger 
Vadim, activist Tom Hayden and 
broadcast tycoon Ted Turner.

Even when her actions have gone 
awry — sitting on an anti-aircraft 
gun in North Vietnam — she has 
kept trying to figure out what her 
life could be and should be about. 

While a friend of her subject, 
Bosworth doesn’t ignore Fonda’s 
many stumbles along the path of 
self-discovery or excuse the pain 
she has caused others with her 
single-minded and self-centered 
pursuits. Hers has been a remark- 
able journey, and a life Bosworth 
explores with honesty and empa- 
thy in a book as striking as its sub- 
ject.
